When it came to considering what should

QUOTATIONS AT WILL. 


Other Companies in the Business Must 
Follow His Lead, He Says, Although 
He Denies There Is Any Combine— 
Advance of 50 Cents a Ton During 
the Present Year Is Announced in 
Hearing Before the Interstate Com- 


New York, April 29.—[Special.J—In the 
hearing before the interstate commerce com- 
mittee today of the charges against the an- 
thracite coal roads President Baer of the 
Philadelphia and Reading candidly declared 
that he controlled the coal market and could 
raise or lower the price at will. 

Mr. Baer, who had, during his examina- 
tion, a clash with the attorney for the com- 
plainant, denied that there was any combine 
of the coal roads. He admitted that they had 
established a general sales agency, and also 


said that there was no danger of one trying } 


to undersell the other. Prices always would 
agree, he said, and he also said that, though 
they are in competition, the competition con- 
sists of improving propertiés and not in cut- 
ting each other’s throat by a price war. 


Promises Advance in Price. 

A 8O cent advance in the price of coal dur- 
ing the present year was promised by Mr. 
Baer, Who said he had no doubt he could put 
it into effect. The dthers in the business, he 
was certain, would fall into line. In a sar- 
castic manner, when asked of recent in- 
creases in prices, Mr. Baer said the people 
who had secured an advance in the pay of 
the men and added to cost of production were 
to be blamed instead of the operators. 

The investigation today was devoted es- 
pecially to the general sales agency. Mr. 
Baer deciared this was no indication of a 
combine, but was a means of escaping a 10 
per cent commission. He denied that the 
Temple Iron company, which handles most 
of the output, was controlled by the coal 


Says He Controls the Market. 


In response to a question by Attorney 
Shearn, Mr. Baer said that the price of coal 
sold’ by the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
company was fixed after a general consulta- 
tion with the general coal agents and sales 
agents. The other companies pursued a like 
course. He added: 

‘“T thought we were the strongest peo- 
pie, and I fixed the price and compelled the 
other dealers todo the same. They accused 
me of being arbitrary, and I admit that per- 
haps I was arbitrary, but I felt that it was 
necessary. After the strike several of the 
companies complained they could get a bet- 
ter price than I had fixed for the Reading 
company’s coal. They asked me to raise the 
price, but I refused, and they had to come 
down to our price.”’ 


Cost of Production Higher. 


He said that the price of coal had been 
raised 50 cents a ton because the cost of 
production had increased. The Reading sys- 
tem was not earning fair dividends because 
of the low price realized on its coal. Thefe 
is, he said, no railroad in the United States 
which has so much business and makes so 
little profit. 

Asked why the men were locked out of the 
mines he said: 

“ They refuse to work unless we give for 


and we are not going to doit.” _. 

‘** But you have fixed the rate at $4.50 a 
ton?’’ 

“ Yes, and May 11 am going to advance 
the price 10 cents and try to work it up to 
$5. That will be a fair price and give us a 
profit. If I can’t get that price J’ll have to 
come down. If the market will take it at 
$5 the price will not be reduced.’’ 


Other Companies Must Follow. 


Mr. Baer said he believed he could control 
the coal market. He said he has not con- 
sulted any of the other coal company men, 
but he does not fear if he asked $5 a ton that 
the other companies will ask any ». Banat 
would be foolish if they did, he sa 

“And yet you say there is competition in 
the business?”’ Mr. Shearn asked. 

‘Of course there is; fair and square com- 
petition,’’ Mr. Baer ‘repitéd. “ It is not nec- 
essary that competing merchants should cut 
each other’s throats.” 

“Do the railroads actually compete for 
business in the coal regions?’’ 


What Competition Means. 


‘*In the sense of building lines to the col- 
lieries, they do compete. In the sense of un- 
derselling each other, they do not. Ido not 
believe in trying to take business where the 
action must entail a loss on an existing com- 
pany without any certainty of profit to the 
newcomer. The world is big enough for all 
of us to make a living. If there is new busi- 
ness 1 suppose we all compete for it.” 

‘Ig there any agreement among the rail- 
roads to keep out of each other's territory in 
the coal regions?” 

Mr. Baer said he knew of no such agree- 
ment. 

‘Mr. Baer said the general sales agency plan 
was adopted not to maintain a uniform price 
for coal at tidewater but to get rid of the 
commission of 10 cents a ton for selling coal. 
He had reduced the expense of selling. 


Consumer Is Not to Benefit. 


- But you have not succeeded in reducing 
the price of coal to the consumer?’ asked the 
counsel. 

** No,” replied Mr. Baer, ‘‘ because you and 
your friends have succeeded in raising wages 
and getting up the cost of necessities so that 
profits are less.”’ 

Asked if the Temple Iron company raised 
a fund of $15,000,000 to buy more collieries, he 
gaid it was not for the purpose of buying 
more collieries. He was opposed to loading 
up with more collieries. 

Mr. Baer said he could produce the con- 
tracts between the Temple Iron company and 
the railroads. Counsel for the roads ob- 
jected and he declined to produce them.

SUITE IS ALSO RECEIVED. 


Previous to This British Ruler 
Reviews Maneuvers of Ital- 
ian Troops in Company 
of Queen Helena. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, April 29.—Accompanied by an es- 
coft of Italian culrassiers and with the 
streets lined with Italian royal troops, King 
Edward VII. drove to the vatican today to 
meet the pope. In deference to the wishes of 
the vatican that he should not come direct 
from the royal palace, he first drove to the 
British embassy, where he made a brief stop. 

The vatican is perhaps the most ceremon- 
ious court of Europe. It is undoubtedly 
one of the most picturesque, and all costumes 
worn there are of medieval times. 


Saluted by Palatine Guards. 

As King Edward's carriages, at twenty 
minutes past 4 o'clock, entered the court of 
San Damaso, surrounded by the well known 
loggia of Raphael, and which has been trod- 
den by the feet of every sovereign who‘vis- 
ited Rome, with the exception of the present 
shah of Persia, his majesty was saluted by 


a battalion vf the Palatine guards in full- 


uniform, Tattoo was given on the drum- 
heads; there was no music, as there are no 
papal bands. It is declared that sitice the 
grotesque rendering of the German royal an- 
them by bugles on the occasion of the visit 
of the emperor of Germany the experiment 
of having music has not been repeated. 
Greeted by Imposing Array. 

When the royal party reached the grand 
staircase leading to the papal apartment, 
King Edward was greeted by the Marquis 
Sacchetti, acting for Prince Ruspoli,. the in- 
troducer of sovereigns, who is {1l; Mgr. Merry 
del Val, and Prince Antici-Mattd. At the 


upper landing there was grouped in impos-- 


ing array a number of other ecclesiastics, 
who formed a characteristic and magnificent 
assembly. Among them were Mgr. de Aze- 
vedo, the papal major domo; Mar. Piffer, the 
papal sacristan; Mer. Constantini, the great 
almoner; Mgr. Grabingki, secretary of the 


congregation of ceremonials; Prince Rospig- . 


liosi, commander of the noble guards; Count 
Gen. Pecci, nephew of the pope, commander 
of the Palatine guards; Marquis Serlupi, mas- 
ter of the horse; and Maj. Tagliaferri, com- 
mandant of gendarmes. Behind this group, 
attired in brilliant uniforms, were the knights 
of the cape and chamberlains, in black vel- 
vet breeches, blouses with stiff white ruffs, 


} and gorgeousty jeweted chains about their 


necks, giving a touch of brilliant color to 
the scene. 

King Edward addressed a few words of 
thanks in return for the hearty greetings 
offered him. The royal-party then proceed- 
ed between ranks of the Swiss guards, whose 
halberds gleamed in the sunlight that 
streamed through the wide windows. ‘The 


hum of the busy city alone broke the deep. 


silence that reigned within the vatican. At 
the Clementine hall the party was met by 
the papal master of the chamber, Mgr. Bis- 
leti, who was attended by personages of the 
secret ante-chamber. Upon arriving before 
the private apartment of the pope the noble 
guard rendered military honors to the Brit- 
ish sovereign. 
Pope Waits with Extended Hand. 

At the conclusion of this ceremony the 
door of the pope’s apartment was imme- 
diately opened and the aged pontiff was re- 


vealed standing at the threshold. His hand 


was extended, awaiting his guest. His holi- 
ness was dressed in robes of white and a red 
velvet cape bordered with ermine. Even 
King Edward paused a moment upon seeing 
the pontiff in his white garments. The 
pope’s face was the color of ivory, but he 
moved without aid and with no apparent 
difficulty. 
seemed to emanate sentiments of benevo- 
lence and spirituality. The king and the 
head of the church clasped hands and ex- 
changed a few words in French. King Ed- 
_ passed within the papal apartment, the 
dodr was closed, and the pope and his guest 
were left alone. 
Members of Suite Presented. 

King Edward remained with the pontiff for 
g§wenty minutes. A bell was then rung and 
King Edward’ s suite was admitted and pre- 
sented to the pope. This little ceremony 
seemed to please the popeimmensely. Atits 
conclusion King Edward took his leave, the 
pope crossing the room at his side and saying 
his last words at the door. 

From the* vatican King Edward passed 
through the piazza of St. Peter’s, where he 
was warmly greeted in English by a number 
of Scotch pilgrims now in Rome, who shout- 
ed, ‘‘Hurrah for the king.’’ Had King Ed- 
ward looked up at that moment he would 
have seen a figure in a window of the second 
story of the palace. It was Pope Leo. Con- 
trasted with the British sovereign, who stood 
below in the sunlight, and the center of the 
animation of the immense plaza, the solitary 


white figure in the palace window seemed to | 


further the idea of the pope as a prisoner. 


Instead of returning to the British embassy - 


the king drove directly to the quirinal. 


Interview Is Made Public. 

After King Edward's departure some de- 
tails of his interview with the pope were re- 
lated. The pope greeted the king, saying in 
French:. 

‘‘T am happy to see your majesty.”’ 

King Edward replied: ‘I am happy to be 
here and to add my congratulations to those 
of others upon your having Pes the days 
of St. Peter.” | 

The rest of the conversation was, on the 
part of the British sovereign, concerning the 
attitude taken by the pope on the principal 
social questions of the day, and, on the part” 
of the pope, about the situation of the church . 
in the British empire. 

It is declared that the pontiff informed 
King Edward that, in view of the meeting, 


he had personally examined into all questions 


regarding Roman Catholic interests now 
pending in various parts of. the British em- 
pire and had prepared a memorandum to 
which he hoped the king would pay his be- 
nevolent attention. 

It is understood that one part of this mem- 
orandum concerns the school question in 
Canada and contains practically the same 
points as does the memorandum given by the 
pope to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian 
premier, when that official was last in Rome.

MINE DAMP EXPLOSION DESTROYS 
CANADIAN TOWN, 


Cliffs Tumble Into Village of Frank, in 


British Columbia, ,Crush Houses, 
and Kill Scores in Tiieir Bede—River 
Is Dammed and Flgod Threatens— 
Miners Entombed in/Shaft Dig Their 
Way Out, but Two Are Smothered— 
Death List Numbers Ninety-six. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., April 29.—[Special.] 
—Without an instant of ‘warning, Turtle 
mountain, in southwestern Alberta, was split 
asunder, probably by an: explosion of fire 
damp in a mine at 4:10 0’ clock this morn- 
ing, and a minute lates the little mining 
town of Frank, situated atits base, was over- 
whelmed with millions of tons of rock. 

The inhabitants, arouséd in alarm from 
their slumbers by the tremendously loud re- 
verberation of the heaving mountain, were in 
many cases killed by the falling stones, 
| which crushed in their houses and killed 

them in their beds. 


Victims Number 

It is believed tonight that the victims of 
the volcano number ninefy-six. Of these, 
‘eighty-two men, women, and children are said 
to have perished in their hdmes. ‘Twelve min- 
ers employed by the French Canadian Coal 
company were killed while working around 
the company’s shaft, and two men who were 
working im the shafts were smothered to 
death. Fifteen companions dug their way 
out through the broken rock. 

The falling rock completely stopped all of 
the entrances to the mines, but oneshaft was 
found which was more accessible than the 
rest. « 

Flood Threatens the Town. 


with complete destruction by flood tonight. 
Old Man’s river, which flows through the 
center of the town, is dammed up with the 
fallen rocks to the height of nearly 100 feet. 
The waters of the river this evening are 
backed up for miles and the entire — 
above the town is flooded. 

| A big body of water is pressing with idence 
upon the accidental dam, and a large force of 
pmen is at work trying to-make an outlet for 
the rising water. 

Fissure Three Miles Long. 

’ According to reliable reports from eye wit- 
nesses, the earth opened for three-quarters 
of a mile and many feet fm width. Then the 
whole northern face of Turtle mountain 
slipped from place. The shock resultant 
upon the precipitation of the millions of 
tons of rock into the vaNey demolished the 
houses where the fatalities took place, and 


the other dwellings that they are unsafe to. 
live in. Many hundreds of people will have 
to live in the open or under such temporary 
shelter as may be procurable. 

The railroad track for a distance of two 
miles or more east of the station is covered 
with from ten to forty feet of rock, and the 
telegraph wires are down. *All commiunica- 
tien is being conducted over one wirerunning 
westward. This one line is so overwhelmed 
with private. messages and inquiries ‘from 
the outside, that it is only with the greatest 
difficulty that information can be sent out. 


Rock Shower Still Falling. | 

At dusk this evening rock is still fall- 
ing on the town from Turtle mountain, and 
it is imposstble to venture within half a mile 
of the mine workings. | 

Despite the great risk they ran of being 
buried under the shower of rocks from the 
mountain: top, a volunteer relief force was 
formed to get into the mine. . They managed 
to approach near enough to determine that 
not a man at the workings has escaped death, 
and the bodies of many were seen who had 
been fearfully mangled. Then they were 
forced to flee by a renewal of the discharge 
from the mountain. 

The disaster was merciful to those men 
who were employed abdéve ground in that 
they must have been killedinstantly. It was 
not confined to the vicinity of the mine alone, 
for many of the dwelling houses in the town 
of Frank, at a considerable distance, were 
demolished by falling rock. Nearly all their 
occupants suffered death. 


Probably Due to Explosion. 


disaster is that it was due to a rockslide 
caused probably by an explosion of fire 
damp in the mine, which carried the top of 
Turtle mountain down upon the village be- 
low. What was at first supposed to be the 
smoke of a volcano is thought to be dust, 
and the continued fall of small bits.of rock 
merely the aftermath of the original rock- 
slide. A repetition of the calamity is now 
considered unlikely. 

The Frank mines were operated by the 
French Canadian Coal company and were 
across the river from the town. They are 
buried under hundreds of feet of rock. 

In spite of the conditiens surrounding the 
eruption of Turtle mountain Baynes Reed, 
superintendent of the meteorological survey 
at Victoria, has develeped the film of a 
seismograph, which discloses not the slight- 
est trace of a seismic disturbance. That 
a volcanic eruption or earthquake took place 
at Frank is utterly discredited by him.

‘eollieries at Frank, N. W. T., is at the Great 
Northern hotel. He received a telegram last 
evening saying that there had been an ex- 
plosion of fire damp in the French mines 
which had k killed seventy men.

That she escaped injury was due entirely to 
her grit in holding herself tn the cab, that 
was being dragged by a trolley car. Miss 
Cassatt was being driven down Chestnut 
street. In some manner the trolley fender 
caught the rig, overturning the cab and drag- 
ging it down the street. When the vehicle 
was stopped Miss Cassatt stepped lightly to 
the pavement. She progeeded on foot to do 
her shopping.

“The dining room and rest rooms—there 
are two of each—are situated in the basement 
and top floors. They are roomy and attrac- 
tive. The lunchrooms are in charge of Miss 
Theen, formerly Of Hull house. Plain food 
of excellent quality, including soup, meat, 
potatoes and other vegetables, and pie, is 
served. A good meal can be had for 12 cents. 
Most of the girls patronize the restaurant 


_instead of bringing lunches. Coffee is served 


free in the evening. 

‘* During the half hour at noon there is 
usually dancing or some sort of entertain- 
ment. A musical program was a feature to- 
day, the performers being supplied by the 
factory.

ORDER UNION DOORS OPE 


ARBITRATORS SETTLE DISPUTE 
OVER MEMBERSHIP. 
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Lady Garment Workers Are Directed 
to Admit to Their Organization M. 
Friedman, Who During a Strike 
Five Years Ago Shot and Crippled 
Louis Strubinsky, a Picket—Decis- 
jon by Miss Jane Addams, Judge 
Tuley, and Dr. Hirsch, 


An arbitration board consisting of Misa 
Jane Addams, Judge Murray F. Tuley, and 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch decided yesterday that 
the Lady Garment Workers’ union would 
have to admit to membership M. Friedman, 
who, during a strike five years ago, shot and 
crippled Louis Strubinsky, a union picket. 

“ I will have my revenge,”’ said Strubinsky 
to his friends, after the decision was an- 
nounced, at the close of a three hours’ hear- 
ing of the case. He was hushed into silence 


by Bernard Schlessinger, business agent of 
the union. 

Although under the ruling of the arbitra- 
tors the union will admit ledman, it was 
evident from the feeling shown by Stru- 


binsky and the otlier union representatiyes |. 
love will be 


at the trial that little fraternal 
Rebuked by Dr. Hirsch.” 

This feeling became so evident during the 
trial that Dr. Hirsch, dropping his position as 
a disinterested arbiter, and appealing to 
them as their rabbi, said: 

“Can you not let bygones be bygones? 
Five years have passed since this trouble, 
and I have no doubt that Friedman has suf- 
fered for what he did. Why do you demand 
now ‘an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth?’ 
Can you not forgive? Speak, Strubinsky.’’ 

‘**T have suffered from my wound for five 
years,’’ said Strubinsky. ‘*‘My family has 
suffered, and Iam not yet strong. If he had 
killed me what would have become of my 
wife and family ?’’ 

**But he did not kill you,’’ replied Dr. 
Hirsch. *“‘Had he, the state would ~-have 
taken care of him. WHll you suffer the less 
because you deprive him of work and make 
him and his family suffer?” 

He should suffer, commenced Stru- 
binsky, but he was interrupted by Business 
Agent Schlessinger, who urged that a man 


- who had opposed the union as Friedman had 
a dangerous element within 


that body. 

*“*And besides, I want this man to be de- 
graded and made an example of to others, 
that they may know that when they work 
against the union they will be disciplined for 
it,”’ said Schlessinger. 

“You cry for revenge, revenge,’’ returned 
Dr. Hirsch. 


An appeal to other representatives of the | 


union elicited the same feeling—that Fried- 
man should be punished for shooting the 
picket. 

Tuley Gives the Law’s Side. 


“For us to declare the union justified in 
debarring this man will be for us to declare 


him guilty of a crime, for which he has 


never been tried before the courts,” said 
Dr. Hirsch. 

“* That is the situation exactly,”’ said Judge 
Tuley. Friedman shot Strubinski 
wounded him. The evidence of Friedman 
is that he was attacked and that he shot in 
self-defense. He never had atrial. That 
is the fault of the union, which neglected 
to prosecute him. He has with him the pre- 
sumption of innocence, and the testimony 
here today is such that no jury of twelve 
men would convict him. The statute of lim- 
itations has run against his offense. He 
cannot be tried in the courts and yet we 
are asked to pass upon his gulilt.’’ 

At one time the board practically declined 
to pass on the case. Then came appeals 
Both from the union and from Morris Hirsch, 
representing the employers. They declared 
that a failure of the board to pass on the 
issue would precipitate a strike at the fac- 
tory of Beifeld, Hirsch & Klein. 

“We want a decision,” said A. Bisno for 
the union. ‘‘ Of course, we want that de- 
cision against Friedman, but we will stand 
by any decision the board makes.” 

‘““T should vote to admit him if you force 
me to vote at all,’ said Dr. Hirsch, “ but if 
I were one of you and felt as you dol! should 


blackbal! him.” 
Shot During a Strike. 


~ Strubinsky was shotin August, 1898, during 
a strike at the factory of Joseph Beifeld, 
predecessor of the present concern. Fried- 
man says Strubinsky was one of three men 
who attacked him because he was suspected 
of being an active strike breaker, and that 
he fired in self-defense. Recently the gar- 
ment workers secured agreements with the 
several manufacturers, making all factories 
union shops. 

' Beifeld, Hitsch & Klein signed the agree- 
ment, with the stipulation that Friedman 
should be allowed to join the union and re- 
main in the shop. The union objected for a 
time, and it was finally agreed to abide by 
the decision of the board of arbitration. 


Thirty Years for Aged Murderer.

THOUSANDS OF MEN IDLE. 


Big North Side Works Shut Down 
‘When Force of Employes Is 
‘Reduced by Walkout. 


After forcing the Deering Harvester com- 
pany to close down its great north side plant 
yesterday at noon, the strikers opened an at- 
tack on the McCormick and Plano compa- 


| mies, and made preparations to tie up every 


local factory controlled by. the harvester 
combine. 

When the Deering company ordered work 
stopped the strikers held a jubilee. More 
than 6,000 men are employed in the fifty acres 
of buildings that stretch along the north 
branch of the river, and to have them out on 
the streets pleased all but a few of the labor 
leaders. 

Orgapizers from the downtown district 
were sent out to form the nonunion men into 
labor bodies. Before night, it was claimed, 
4,000 had been enrolled, and trade unions for 
the first time in forty-five years gained con- 
trol of a majority of the employés of the 
company. B: 

Agitation in Other Plants. 

While the strikers at Deering were rejoicing 
over the developments of the day the discon- 
tented element in the McCormick and Plano 
factories were preparing to join the move- 
ment. They appealed to the Deering men for 
aid, and committees were sent to the plants of 
the companies td stir up enthusiasm. 
Wherever they went they were greeted with 
cheers and promises of support. 

Men were stationed at every gate of the Mc- 
Cormick plant on the southwest side telling 
the men to attend a massmeeting that prob- 
ably will be held tonight. Members of the 
various unions will go through the plant this 
morning and distribute application blanks to 
allnonunion men. Labor beaders from down- 
town will be present to assist in the cam- 
paign. 
~ Should the war be of long duration the 
strikers declare that the work of harvesting 
throughout the country will be seriously in- 
jured. They assert that while the locatcom- 
panies have a surplus of machines on hand 
they will be unable to turn out enough twine 
“to meet the demand. On this account they 
base their hope of success on the fight the 


twine girls are making. 


See a Coup by Deerings. ~ 

A few of the leaders viewed the Deering 
closing with dismay. They declare that it is 
a well planned coup on the part of the com- 
pany, and makes the chances of the strikers 
far from bright. These leaders say the 
strike is premature. The manufacture of har- 
vesters for the present year is drawing toa 
close. March 9 the Deering company had 
6,175 workers in its north side plant, and 
because of scarcity of work laid off over 1,300 
before the first of April. Another cut was 
expected in May. 

As yet no violence has marred the strike. 
Crowds of pickets are on guard. before all 
the gates, and today will begin to stop all 
wagons that try to enter. Capt. Schuettler 
of the Sheffield avenue station was in charge 
of fifty policernen yesterday, and had them 
stationed at the -entrance and about the 
various shops. A reserve force of 200 men is 


in waiting should trouble occur. 


Striké Spreads Rapidly. 

The strike opened yesterday with another 
stampede. Asthe coremakers, woodworkers, 
machine ‘workers, and painters reported for 
work the business agents asked them to re- 
turn to their homes. When this became 
known in the plant men from every depart- 
ment save the founders walked out. Their 
action left but 2,500 men at work, and a 
meeting of the officials of the company was 
hurriedly called. 

Superintendents reported the conditions 
and declared that it was impogsible to con- 
tinue running, as every large department was 
crippled. Acting on these reports the offi- 
cials decided that it would be the best course 
to close down until after the strike fever had 

run its course. . 


Notice to the Employes. 
Notices were printed on the company's 
presses and distributed among the men which 
‘read as follows: 


ing Harvester company and its predecessors there 
has been but one @uestion between them and 
their employés, and that was quickly and pleas- 
antly settled... We much regret the abandonment 
of work by a large number of our employés with- 
out reason or excuse. We should be glad to con- 
tinue to give employment to those who have loy- 
ally remained at work. It is, however, evident to 
all that as one man’s work follows another’s we 
cannot continue to run the works with the pres- 
ent’ diminished force. The works, therefore, will 
close at 12 o'clock noon today, and remain closed 
until further notice. 
Federation to Intercede. : 

Now that the plant is closed, and the 
strikers have demonstrated they are entitled 
to recognition, President W. G. Schardt of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor has decided 
to make overtures for an adjustment of the 
trouble. 

Last night he issued a call for a meeting 
of the executive board of the central body 
to be held tonight, and arrangements will be 
made for a peace conference. The board 
probably will have full power to act for the 
men, and will ask the officials of the com- 
pany to giveita hearing. This, it is hoped, 
will take place before the close of the week. 


Says Strike Was Unwarranted. 

“There was no use in trying to run the 
plant,” said Supt. of Manufactyre E. A. 8. 
Clarke, “ for work goes from hand to hand, 
and when the chain is broken all must 
cease. There were 2,500 men still at work 
when we took the action, but the majority 
.of the departments were seriously crippled.”’ 

“This strike was started by the metal- 
workers, wh@® demanded that we recognize 
their union. Asthat meant the appointment 
of a shop steward and the carrying on of ne- 
gotiations through committees we refused. 
We always have maintained an open shop, 
and never have discriminated for or against 
a labor organizaticy Our course has been 
fair, and the strike was unwarranted. 

“It comes at a time when we generally 
jay off men. The harvests are beginning to 
be gathered in the south and will gradually 
move toward the north. We are prepared 
for this, and practically all our work has 
been done. On this account we can close up 
the plant without seriously inconveniencing 
us.”’ 

In the afternoon the majority of the 
strikers gathered In three headquarters, 
where they heard reports and received new 
members into the unions. The blacksmiths 
were at 250 Chicago avenue, the coremakers 
and molders at Clybourn and Ashland ave- 
nues, and the miscellaneous trades at the 
Social Turner hall, Belmont avenue and

IN SNOWBALL CAS, 


JORDON OF GALESBURG MUST AN- 
SWER TO GRAND JURY. 


Verdict Fellowing Inquiry by the 
Coroner Is That the Admfrer of the 
Woman Who Committed Suicide Is 
Open to Suspicion Concerning Her 
Death—Says He “Didn’t Mean Any- 
thing” by His Letter Suggestin 
That She Use Gas. ) 


“If anything happens,to you do it with 
gas, so I can find you and take care of you 
nice,’’ is a bit of advice that Elisworth Jor- 
don of Galesburg must explain to the Cook 
county grand jury.” 

A coroner's jury yesterday found that Jor- 
don was open to suspicion in connection with 
the suicide of Mrs. Roma B. Snowball, who 
shot herself at 337. La Salle avenue a week 
ugo last Sunday, and recommended that he 
be held to the grand jury. 
Jordon was arrested in Galesburg, tO which 
city he returned after appearing before the 
corener’s jury. 

‘The verdict, returned after Elisworth him- 
self had proved to be an unsatisfactory wit- 
ness and after damaging testimony had been 
given by’ Mrs. Snowball’s daughter, Mary, 
was as follows: 

We, the jury, find that Mrs. Roma B. Snowball 
died from internal hemorrhage and ccllapse of 
lung, due to bullet wound self-inflicted with sui- 
cidal intent while #espondent over love troubles 
with C. E. Jordon, at 337 La Saile avenue, April 
15, and, from the evidence presented, we, the 
jury, believe that the deceased was incited to 
commit suicide by the said C. E. Jordon, now at 
large, in order that .he might collect insurance 
money that would be due on the death of the 
deceased. ‘We recommend that CC. E. Jordon be 
apprehended and be held to the grand jury. 


Accused by Woman’s Daughter. 


Mary Snowball, daughter of the suicide, 
told the coroner’s jury that her mother on 
two occasions had told her Jordon had given 
her revolvers and had instructed her to kill 
her husband. 

‘*My mother would do anything Jordon 
told her to do,”’ she said. “ She was always 
good to me, and she told me she was sorry 
she had left papa.”’ 

Jordon was on the witness stand all morn- 
ing, and the questions of Deputy Coroner 
Downey at times confused him. When the 
deputy coroner mentioned the $1,000 life in- 
surance policy which Mrs. Snowball trans- 
ferred to him the day before she died Jordon 
stammered and said: 


Tells of Alleged Debt. 


“She owed me $1,000, and I suppose she 
wanted to repay me.” ‘ 

‘“‘Did you ever ask her to transfer the pol- 
icy over to you?” asked the deputy coroner. 

“IT did not even know she had her life in- 
sured until she informed me of the fact,”’ 
responded Jordon, hesitatingly. | 

In telling of the letter which he wrote to 
Mrs. Snowball suggesting gas, Jordon said 
he did not mean anything. } 

‘You wrote, ‘If anything happens to you, 
do it in the little bed with gas.’ What do you 
mean by that?’ asked the deputy coroner. 

**T did not mean anything by that,” replied 
Jordon, nervously. 


ELSIE BARRETT FOUND GUILTY. 


Judge McEwen Holds Shooting of Bessie 
Palmer to Be “‘Assault to Do 
Bodily Injury.” 


After hearing the evidence against Miss 
Elsie Barrett, who shot Bessie Palmer, 
Judge McEwen found Miss Barrett gulity of 
assault to db bodily injury. The absence of 
intent was considered by the court to be 
counterbalanced by the evidence of criminal 
negligence in fidwrishing a revolver. The 
story told by Miss Barrett, which differed 
materially from that related by Miss Palmer 
and Frank Wright, was believed by Judge 
McEwen to be the true account of what oc- 
curred in the apartment at 97 Oakwood boule- 
vard. Miss Barrett said Wright attacked 
her and she flourished the pistol! to frighten 
him, Both the women and Wright were 
scored by the court.

Washington, D. C., 29.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary Shaw’s refunding operations have 
fully justified his action in taking up the 
exchange of bonds just where it was dropped 
by Secretary Gage. Today’s receipts of 3 
and 4 per cent bonds sent in to the treasury 
for exchange into the new 2 per cents 
amounted to $1,000,550. 
The secretary's circular was dated March 
26, and it was several days before its pro- 
visions were generally understood. The 
actual exchange did not begin until April 1, 
so that the tefunding operations have now 
been going on about a month. Totals made 
at the department today show that alto- 
gether $55,519,300 of the 3 and 4 per cents 
have been refunded into 2 per cents. This 
is an extremely satisfactory showing, being 
an average of over $2,000,000 for each work- 
ing day. It is hoped the offers for refund- 
ing will increase instead of diminish, as 
the terms of the 8 and 4 per cents are rap- 
idly approaching the period of maturity.

The importance of these refunding opera- 
tions lies in the fact that the new 2 per cent 
bonds are by law especially favored as a 
basis for national bank circulation. Under 
the gold standard act of March 14, 1900, na- 
tional bank circulation, based on 2 per cent 
bonds, pays a tax of only one-fourth of 1 
per cent per annum, whereas when the old 
issues of bonds bearing 3, 4, and 5 per cent 
are made the basis the circulation is taxed 
oné-half of 1 per cent. This preference of 
50 per cent of the annual circulation tax in 
favor of the 2 per cents will insure their use 
by the banks. It is hoped, therefore, that 
practically all of the new bonds will be 
used as a basis of new national bank circu- 
Jation.

circulation there will be plenty. of money 
to move the crops next fall.

UNIFORM FOOD. LAWS URGED 
BEFORE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


Advocated by Dr. J. A. Wesner at Con- 
vention of Illinois Physicians— 
Nearly 600 Members Are Present. 


Pure food laws uniform in all the states 
were advocated by Dr. J. A. Wesner before 
the Illinois State Medical society last night. 
The society, which is the largest of its kind 
in the world, opened its annual meeting dur- 
ing the day in the Northwestern University 
building,. Dearborn and Lake streets. 

‘It would prove beneficial not only to the 
manufacturer but to the consumer,’ said Dr. 
Wesner, “ if we could have uniform pure food 
laws in all the states. As the laws exist an 
article of food that may comply with the laws 
of one state will not comply with the laws of 
another, so a manufacturer is compelled to 
produce a food that will meet the special re- 
quirements of each state.”’ 

The society has 4,300 members, and near- 
ly 600 of them aré present at the conven- 
tion. The visitors were formally welcomed 
last night by Dr. Howard 8. Taylor in be- 
half of Mayor Harrison, and by Henry G. 
Foreman, president of the county board. 
During the day the statement was made 
by Dr. A. C. Cotton in a paper that eleven 
babies out of twelve born nowadays are 
brought up on cow’s milk or prepared foods. 
He urged that physicians should make this 


tion in the course of their general practice.

Particulars at City Ticket Office, 99' ana satisfactorily concluded on th? lines pre-, 


BISHOP OF LONDON ASKED TO CON- 
DEMN VANDERBILT CEREMONY. 


Diocesan Conference Receives Letter 
Signed by Number of Clergymen in 
Which Union Is Referred To as a 

’ “So-Called Remarriage” and a 
“Scandalous and Deplorable Inci- 
dent”—Matter Will Be Investigated 
and Official! Expression Delivered.

Letter of Protest Is Re: d. 


After about a dozen words of introduction 
the bishop read the following letter, which 
was received last night: 

Lord Bishop: We venture respectfully to draw 
your lordship’s attention to the fact of the so-called 
remarriage of a divorced person by the Rev. R. H. 
Mark's, North Audley street, on 
Saturday, April 25, and request you to make such 
reference at the diocesan conference to this scan- 
dalous and deplorable- incident as shall serve 
to allay to some extent the distress of the clergy, 
who feel keenly this infringement of the mar- 
riage law in the diocese, and which may also lead 
Others to realize how serious a breach of church 


We know how fully your lordship is in sympathy 
with us on the subject and think the conference, 
coming as it. does immediately after the event, 
‘will afford a useful opportunity for the expression 
of your lordship’s opinion. Had there been a 
longer time in which to act we should, of course, 
have asked other clergy of the diocese to join us 
in this letter. As it is, it seems best that the two 
proctors for the diocese and the proctor for the 
chapter of St. Paul's cathedral, together with a few 
clergy of the rural deanery, in which St. Mark’s 
church is situated, should make the suggestion.

PROF. BABCOCK ANNOUNCES 


HIS NEW THEORY OF ATOMS. 


Experiments at University of Wiscon- 
sin Lead Him to Believe Weight of 
Bodies Is Related to Atomic Energy. 


Madison, Wis., April 29.—fSpecial.]—Prof. 
Stephen M. Babcock of the chair of agricul- 
tural chemistry and the inventor of the Bab- 
cock milk test, announced before a meeting 
of the University Science club, as a result of 
twenty years of research, a theory of atomic 
energy that is revolutionary in.the scientific 
world. In brief, it is that the weight of any 
substance is effected by the molecular 
changes which it undergoes, or, as Prof. Bab- 
cock stated the law, the weight of a body 
is inversely proportional to its inherent en- 


ergy. 
This, reduced to its logical sequence, prac- 


| tically overthrows the old atomic theory and 


‘the theory of conservation of matter, leading 
irresistitly to the idea that all atoms are 
primarily identical and that the difference in 
the weight of the different elements is due 
to the difference in their energy. 

This theory, according to Prof. Babcock, 
would offer a satisfactory explanation of the 
law of gravitation, for the generally accepted 
scientific explanation of ether as matter en- 
dowed with infinite energy and having no 
weight or high potential, and of the heavenly 
bodies as low potention or weight would ac- 
count for the movement of our solar system 
on the law of physics, that bodies of high 
potential move towards bodies of low poten- 
tial. 

Prof. Babcock Was first led to’ undertake 
this investigation by noticing the different 
results obtained in the atomic weights of the 
same substances under circumstances ‘that 
were practically similar. 

His first strong evidence was gained by 
weighing the same chemicals in hermetically 
sealed test tubes before and after chemical 
reaction had been obtained. The difference 
in weights obtained through a long series of 
experiments, embracing a total of many 
years, could not be explained on any existing 


scientific hypothesis.

A BECESS FOR SAFETY. 

A statemeut in the Springfield State Jour- 
nal, the organ of Gov.

Under the constitution, acts of the legis- 
lature become law: unless the governor re- 
turns them within ten days after their 
passage, giving the reasons for his action. 
If the legislature is in session when the 
governor vetoes a bill it has an opportunity 
to pass it over the veto. Ifit has adjourned 
sine die the governor is the absolute mas- 
ter of the situation. He is an autocrat as 
regards all legislation which reaches him 


ment. It is not politic for a general as- 
sembly to put so much power in the hands 
of a governor. The public interests may 
be injured by it. .A bill may have passed 
in which the governor may find a serious 
error which the legislature will be glad to 
remedy if it have an opportunity. If it 
is in session the governor can return the 
bill and it can be amended., If the legis- 
lature has adjourned the governor must 
sigu a failty measure, or veto one the main 
features of which are commendable. 
: For many reasons: it is desirable that 
the general assembly, after having passed 
the bills which it is likely to pass within 
the next few days, shall take a recess for 
ten days to give the governor time to ex- 
amine the bills and sign them or return 
them with his objections if he have any. 
If the Mueller bill shall pass and the gov- 
ernor veto it, the legislature may not pass 
it over his veto, but there will be a roll call 
which will give members of one house and 
perhaps of both houses an opportunity to 
express their sentimeuts as to the veto. 
Yesterday the house by a nearly unani- 
mous vote passed the bill to amend the 
Torrens law—a bill to which thefe was 
little opposition in the senate. If the gen- 
eral assembly should adjourn sine die with- 
in ten days the fate of that bill will rest 
entirely with the governor. Were he to 
veto it tomorrow, probably the bill would 
be passed over the veto. The legislature 
should remain in session long enough to 
see what the governor does with that bill 
and other bills it mdy pass this week. There 
should by all means be a recess.

OF NARUISE DE FORTENOY. |

HERE is no man in English public life 
who by common consent of friend and 
political adversary is more honorable 
and high principled than Arthur Bal- 
four, prime minister of England. 

This statement might seem superfluous 
and in the nature of painting the lily were it 
not for the fact that a certain scurrilous 
element of the press in the old world is mak- 
ing capital of the discovery that he is a 
sharéholder in the London and Globe com- 
pany and that at the time when, on Feb. 19, 
speaking in the house of commons as_prime 
minister, he repudiated the idea that a pros- 
ecution of Whitaker Wright was either 
feasible or expedient, he was in possession 
of 1,000 shares of the company, which he 
had acquired in September, 1899, in the hey- 
day of Whitaker Wright's financial vogue. 

Arthur Balfour purchased the shares in the 
regular way, buying them-from a man of 
the name of Farnes, who in turn got them 
from Lubbock, who in turn got them from 
Henry Labouchere, M. P. And it is certainly 
not improper for a member of parliament ora 
member of the government, or the prime 
minister himself, to buy shares and to in- 
vest his money in any company that he sees 
fit. 

But when the premier delivered his speech 
Feb. 19,. discountenancing. the prosecution 
of Whitaker Wright, he did so in language 
which gave both parliament and the country 
to understand that he was entirely disinter- 
ested in the matter. It would have been far 
better for him to haye announced at tre time 
that he himself was one of the shareholders 
of the London and Globe company, and con- 
sequently one of the losers by its collapse. 
He would have thereby disarmed criticism. 

But his suppression of the fact was a mis- 
take and extremely unfortunate, since it 
has given a pretext to the more scurrilous 
element of the old world press to call into 
question his sense of honor and his integ- 
rity. 


Emperor William, like so many of us, ts 


oblivious occasionally of the passage of time, | 


and seems to forget that he has been some 
fifteen years or more on the throne, that he 
is nearly 46, and that he is no longer “ one 
of the youngest sovereigns of Europe.”’ . 

It wags as such that he deseribed himself 
the other day at Copenhagen in his speech 
delivered at the state banquet given in his 
honor by the king of Denmark. Yet there 
are today quite a number of old world mon- 
archs who are considerably his juniors, in- 
cluding the czar, the kings of Portugal, 
Spain, Servia, and Italy, the queen of Hol- 
land, the prince of Bulgaria, and the reign- 
ing grand dukes of Saxe-Weimar and of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. In fact, the kaiser 
is today no longer among the “ youngest 
sovereigns of Europe” but among the older 
ones. 


The duke of Cireta, who has made his 
début as a cartoonist in the pages of the 
Paris ‘edition of the New York Herald with 
some clever cartoons signed “ Cir,”’ belongs 
to the Neapolitan nobility, and his mother 
was one of the most famous beauties in Bu- 
rope in the closing days of the Bourbon court 
at Naples. 


In those- times the Cirellas were. wealthy. 


and possessed. vast estates. But, like so 
mny other patrician families in Italy, Giese 
became impoverished, and the duke, while 
not in want, is certainly sensible in turning 
his talent as a caricaturist to good account. 
The duke will be remembered as having 
some years ago challenged Sir Robert Peel 
to a duel, Sir Robert at the last moment 


throwing up the sponge and preferring to | 


apologize to the duke rather than fight him. 

While the Austrian and Hungariatt minis- 
ters of war have recently. championed in par- 
liament at Vienna and at Pesth the system 
of the duello and have advocated its cause, 
the minister of war of Belgium, Lieut. Gen. 
Cousebant d’Alkemade, has come out flat- 
footed against it, and declares that, while 
dueling still figures in the code of social 
ethics in Belgium, it has become wholly obso- 
lete in the Belgian army. 

He adds that, whereas up to 1889 duels 
among officers were frequent, none has taken 
place for.a number of years past. He as- 
cribes this change entirely to the system of 
courts of honor inaugurated by royal decree 
in April, 1889. 

Each regiment has its court of honor 
elected for a year by the officers of the corps, 
and its reports on the questions submitted 
to it are referred through the commanding 
general to the minister of war and to the 
king for final decision. 

Of course, it will be argued that regimental 
courts of honor are quité as much a recog- 
nized institution in the armies of Germany 
and Austria as in that of Belgium, and the 
question naturally will be asked why these 
tribunals should prove efficacious in putting a 
stop to dueling in one country and not in 
the other. 

The answer is simple. The Belgian courts 
of honor take the ground that an officer can 
accept an apology and that the latter con- 
stitutes sufficient atonement for affront save 
in exceptional cases. The German and Aus- 
trian military courts of honor, on the other 
hand, take an opposite view, insist that no 
apology is adequate, and that a-duel and the 
shedding of blood alone can afford the neces- 


sary satisfaction to the injured or insulted ;

Deafness is so prevalent among old world 
royalty as to endow with a new meaning the 
old saying about a ‘statesman or courtier 
having ‘‘ the ear of the sovereign.’’ One of 
the best looking princesses now in the matri- 
manial market is Alice of Battenberg, who 
has just made her début at the court of her 
grand uncle, King Edward VII. 

Indeed, she is a beautiful girl, but she is 
stone deaf, and al] attempts to cure her of 
this affliction have resulted in failure. She 
is the eldest daughter’of Prince Louis of Bat- 
tenberg, director of the intelligence depart- 
ment of the British navy, and her mother is 
the eldest sister of the czarina, of the grand

daughter of Quene Victoria. 

King Leopold’s only brother and heir ap- 
parent, the count of Flanders, is likewise 
stone deaf. Queen Alexandra is painfully 
hard of hearing, and most of the members of 
the houses of Denmark, Orleans, and of the 
Saxe-Coburg family also suffer from deaf- 
ness.

Tnknown from Texas Runs Sec- 
ond in Feature Event in 
Field of Good Class. 


Chicago's racing inaugural yesterday was 
favored by summer weather, and 10,000 peo- 
ple made the journey to the Worth racetrack 
and saw sport which stirred nom to a

The racing was sparkling from the outset. 
The central feaure, of course, was the Worth 
handicap, which, after a struggle that was 
exciting and doubtful until the final eighth 
pole, was won easily by Nitrate, from the 
stable of Durnell & Herz. 

Uncertainty as to the weather at this time 
of the year was responsible for seven of the 
seventeen originally carded starters failing 
to go to the post. The owners of Gregor K., 
Felix Bard, Rankin, Port Royal, and Chop 
Suey named these horses hoping for a heavy 
track. 8S. C. Hildreth had in a wet weather 
pair in Major Tenny and Favonius and a dry 
weather duo in Thane and Potheen. There 
were fair skies and balmy breezes all day, 


and accordingly the mudders were all with-- 


drawn, leaving a field of ten. This was 
abundant to produce a good contest and to 
make the outcome uncertain enough for a 
good betting price on every horse in the 


race. 
Owenton Made First Choice. 


J. C. Milam’s big and splendid looking 4 
year old, Owenton, was the choice of more 


horsemen and well informed enthusiasts than. 


any other animal in the race, and, with Dom- 
inick in the saddle, he was the betting favor- 
ite at 11 to 5. The Durnell & Herz pair, Ni- 
trate (Henry up) and Rolling Boer (C. Kelly). 
and the Hildreth pair, Thane (Coburn) and 
Potheen (A. Hall), were almost equal second 
choices; but Emil Herz’s bets finally sent the 
‘wearers of the white and green to the post 
'gecond choices at 18 to5. Huzzah (H. Phil- 
lips), and Sheriff Barrett's Barrack (Otis), 
were next in demand, the shrievalty candi- 
date being backed despite the hard track be- 
cause of his splendid appearance, being the 
fittest looking horse in the race. 

Louis Ezell’s good horse'F lying Torpedo 
was played by some merely on his class, 
nothing being known of his condition, and a 
few of the long shot nibblers went after The 
Don at 12to1. Nobody wanted Paul Whaley, 
a big, rangy unknown from Texas, who had 
nothing to show in his favor except reports

Delay at the Post. 


Thus the field went to the post without 
any pronounced favorite, and with the throng 
willing to see a good race and the best horse 
in front. There was some delay at the post, 
Nitrate twice breaking through the barrier 
and The Don-getting through once. Finally 
Dwyer snapped the rubber to a beautiful 
Start, and the charging line moved down 


toward the judges on its mile anda sixteenth

Little Phillips did himself proud by get- 
ting The Don away on his toes, and the 3year 
old, next to the rail, had his head in front 
when they went past thestand. Inthe front 
rank Nitrate, Paul Whaley, and Owenton 
were struggling fom favorable places on the 
first turn.

Reason to Believe, However, That the 


Management Will Make Every Ef- 
fort in That Direction — Fortunes 
Are Invested — Overcapitalization 
Makes Work a Difficult One—Earn- 
ings of the United States Realty 
Company—General Financial News, 


| Managers of the American Can company, 


{t would appear from the annual statement, 


have a difficult work before them in their 


efforts to earn 7 per cent on thé $41,233,300 | 


preferred capital stock. It should be said 
in fairness that those who are now oper- 
ating the company are making every en- 
deavor to do this, but, measured by the cap- 


‘{talization of other companies and their 


gross business, the preferred capital of the 
American Can company Is too large. 

A liberal percentage of profit to gross sales 
is 10 per cent. The American Can company 
last year had profits equal to 4.19 per cent 


‘of total sales. But if it had been able to 


manufacture at a cost whick--would have 
permitted profits of 10 per cent of the total, 
value of the product, it would then have 
had $2,245,587 as profits to apply to preferred 


ij stock. Even at this rate the profits would 


have been equal to but 5.45 per cent on the 
outstanding preferred capital. Should the 
company endeavor, by advancing prices, to 
earn a greater percentage than 10 on its grose 
business it would tnvite competition, some- 
thing which it has been announced by the 
management it does not intend to do. 

One of three things, it would seem, must 
therefore happen before net profits can be 
made to bear a satisfactory percentage to 
capital. Either the volum> of business must 
be expanded and cost of manufacture be 
reduced or the capital bearing a fixed charge 
must be scaled. 

To earn 7 per cent’on the preferred stock 
with a ratio of 10 per cent profits to gross 
sales the company’s business should be 
$28,863,810, as against $22,455,837 earned last 

ear. 

That the management is hopeful of in- 
creasing the volume to the point indicated 


may be gathered from a paragraph in Pres- 


ident Assman’s annual report. He says: 
“The volume of the product manufactured 


and marketed by the company has been con- 


siderably in excess of that of the previous* 


fiscal year, and had the company delivered, 
as it did in the previous year, $1,500,000 
worth of packers’ cans in December, Janu- 
ary, February, and March, and had it re- 
ceived the same average price for its product 
which it received during the previous fiscal 
year, sales would have been about $27,000, - 
000, against $24,000,000 for the same period.” 

The foregoing may be taken to indicate 


the aim of the management to earn its pre- 


ferred dividend. As indicated, however, the 
managément is handicapped by the large 
capital. For illustration, the gross sales 
last year were equal to 54c for each $1 of 
preferred stock. The National Biscuit com- 
pany, which is carefully and successfully 
managed, had gross sales of $1.67 for every 
dollar of preferred stock. Again, the gross 
gales of the National Biscuit company were 
$40,221,925, against a preferred capital of 
24,304,500 and a total capitalization, pre- 
ferred and common, of $53,540,500. 

The Can company had $22,455,837 value 
of the year’s product, against $41,233,200 
preferred stock and a total capital of $82,- 


It is believed that those who are now oper- 
ating the company are earnestly striving to 
increase the profits from this time on. They 
are experts and have their fortunes largely 
invested in the business. If, therefore, it 
can be made to pay on its present capitali- 
zation it will be done. Whatever per cent 
on the preferred the earnings may be this 
year, they give promise of being much larger 
than last year. af

FEW JUDGES TO “STUMP.” 


ONLY HANECY AND TWO OTHERS 
DECLINE TO KEEP ALOOF. 


Other Republican Candidates Accept 
Suggestion of Hyde Park Harmony 
Association That They Should Take 
No Part in Political Discussions At- 
tendant on the Judicial Election— 
Three Provisional Men Decided On 
by the Executive Committee. 


With the exception of Judge Elbridge 
Hanecy and two or three others the repub- 
lican judicial candidates heartily favor the 
proposal made yesterday to keep off the 
Stump during the campaign. This question 
was laid before them by T. N. Jamieson at 
the lunche f the Hyde Park Harmony 
association, Where they were guests. All 
the nominees except Judge Neely were pres- 
ent. Mr. Jamieson’s proposition Was this: 

** Let all the republican candidates for the 
judiciary keep off the platform in this fight. 
In my opinion they should take no part in the 
political discussions attendant upon the cam- 
paign. If they appear and are introduced to 


the public that should suffice.”’ 


As they were called by E. K. Walker, who 
presided, to say a few words,. Judges Hor- 
ton, Gibbons, Burke, and Tuthill said that 
the suggestion met their approval, and they | 


‘believed it reflected the sentiments of the 


people generally. Judge Tuthill said he al- 
Ways reserved the right to make speeches in 
his own ward and for congressional candi- 
Gates in his district, but had refused to go 
further. | 

Of the new men Frederick A, Smith stated 
that the press had taken the same stand, and 
he was sure the best citizens deprecated the 
idea of eandidates for the bench going on 
the stump, and added: 

“ There is no issue involved. It is purely 
and simply a question of the fitness of the 
men for the office.’’ 


Judge Hanecy Causes a Stir. 


D. J. Schuyler, A. J. Hirschl, and A. J. 
Pflaum expressed similar views. ~ 

Then Judge Hanecy spoke, and he created 
a stir by declaring that if he felt like going 
on the stump he would do so, also by saying: 

“If any body of republicans invites me to 
address them I certainly shall regard it as 
my duty to go. The people havea right to see 
and hear the men they are expected to vote 
for, and as I have no newspaper to tell them 
all about me I must go before them and blow 
my own horn.”’ 

Candidate Smith suggested to the judge 
that he ought to own a newspaper. Judge 
Hanecy replied: 

‘“*I am not able to do that, and I wouldn’t 
if I were able. The man who cannot go out 
and make speeches and be a good judge, too, 
is not fit to be on the bench. A candidate 
for judge and a judge should mingle with 
the people just the same as other officials. 
The only way the people can know you is for 
you to go among them. Establish the prin- 
ciple that their judges must keep aloof and 
you will strike a serious blow at the rights 
and liberties of the people. 

-‘“ Your opponents of the other party can 
play politics and the newspapers commend 
them for it. Only when a republican puts 
himself in that position do the papers criti- 
cise. But the man who shrinks from news- 
paper criticism when he believes he is right 
is not fit to be on the bench, and he should 


| be there.” 


L. C. Collins and W. S. Elliott Jr. spoke 
briefly. They intimated that they felt as 
Judge Hanecy did. Judge Tuthill said they 
would be expected to contribute, and added: 
** We all want to be elected.”’ 


Decide on Provisional Candidates.

CRILLY TO SEE ABOUT IT. 


Will Consult Attorney Tonight About 
an Injunction—Park Boerd Meets To- 
day and Hopes for an Offer. 


Three loaded mud scows of the Lydon & 
Drews fleet were towed to the government 
dumping grounds yesterday and then towed 
away empty.

INJUNCTION ASKED IN BUFFALO

Judge Hazel of United States District

Shown Ownership in Quotations. 


Buffalo, N. April 29. —f[ Spectal. 

Judge John R. Hazel in the United States 
District court handed down his decision in a 
suit brought by the board of trade of Chi- 
cago against the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change of Buffalo and others. The decision 
ds in favor of defendants. A motion by the 
plaintiff! for a temporary injunction is de- 
nied. 
' In his opigion Judge Hazel says: “ It may 
be that the quoted prices are unlawfully re- 
ceived by the defendants in the manner 
charged in the bill, but the moving papers 
are equally open to the inference that the 
prices quoted are not a continuous quotation 
of prices as that term is defined by the con- 
tract between the complainant and the tele- 
graph companies. ° 

“Has not the complainant by an-arrange- 
ment with the telegraph companies estab- 
lished a/precise time during which it retains 
@ property right in the quotations? Have 
not the telegraph companies, by the terms 
of the agreement, an optional right, after 
the expiration of the restricted period, to dis- 
tribute to the general public the prices an- 
nounced on the exchange floor? 7 

“The complainant seeks relief simply be- 
cause of the violation of its contract right. 
I have not overlooked the assertion that the 
automatically unrolled tape on the ticker 
was identical with the tape of another quota- 
tion ticker directly in connection with the 
complainaht. Nevertheless, I am unable to 
decide from the meager evidence before me 
that the complainant retained a property 
right in the prices quoted, which from some 
unexplained source were electrically trans- 
mitted to the office of the defendant. 

“I am of the opinion that at this stage of 
the case a decision directing the issuance of 
an injunction should be deferred until a 
hearing upon the merits of the case.”’

OF DAUGHTER’S FINANCES. 


Declares Income of Countess of Yar- 
_ mouth Much Less than Rumored—No. 
' Big Settlement Made on the Earl. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 29.—The following 
communication by Mrs. William Thaw, moth- 
er of the countess of Yarmouth, explains it- 
self: 

** There is one line of romance—to call it by 
mo harsher term—largely indulged in by 
newspapers which I desire to correct. The 
particular instance now referred to is that of 
the ‘ settlement’ in GConnection with the mar- 
riage of the earl of Yarmouth. Briefly, the 
facts are these: 
' “Miss Thaw, now the countess of Yar- 
mouth, at the death: of her father, was left 
(as were each of his five children by his sec- 
ond marriage) with an independent fortune 
of nearly half a million dollars.

“These are the plain, unvarnished facts 
by Mrs. Thaw herself. At no time has there 
been any hitch whatever because of financial 
questions. Neither has there been any de- 
mand by the earl or his family, the whole 
being arranged by Miss Thaw and her imme- 
diate family as a proper recognition of the 
position the earl and his countess will oc- 
cupy.”
